This is in reply to your letter of July 31, 1971. 

The following information is furnished in response to your requests 
concerning the records of the Warren Commission in which you are 
interested : 

1. Commission Document 653 . This document is withheld from 
research as part of an investigatory file compiled for law enforce- 
ment purposes (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (b) (7)) because it might 
reveal confidential sources of information. 

2. The withheld part of the Office of Naval Intelligence file 
on Oswald. The pages withheld from research in Commission Docu- 
ment 110 among this material have been made available for research 
by the 1970 review. Copies can be furnished to you if you want 
them. The remaining material from the ONI file is witnheld from 
research as records specifically required b;' Executive order to be 
kept secret in the interest of the national defense or foreign 
policy (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (b) (l)) because it relates to 
Intelligence and internal security matters and as part of investi- 
gatory files compiled for law enforcement purposes (5 U.S.C. 552, 
subsection (b) ( 7 )) which might reveal confidential sources of 
inf oncat ion . 

3. The FBI memorandum of September 14, 1954, which was an 
enclosure to Mr. Hoover's letter of September 21, 19>4 (Commission 
Exhibit 3146); 5* Secret Service Control Ho. 773.- Mr. Rowley's 
letter of January 6, 1964, to Mr. Rankin concerning the Secret 
Service files; and 6. the "public file" on Oswald of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, referred to .in Chairman 
Willis' letter of February 3, 1964. Wo have been unable to locate 
these items among the records of the Commission. If the’ agencies 
which created these records will send us copies of them at your 
request, with permission to make the records available for research, 
we shall be pleased to grant you access to them. 
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4. The original photograph which was introduced into evidence as 
Odum Deposition Exhibit 1. Vie have only the photograph published 
as Odum Deposition Exhioit 1, ana it is available for research. For 
access to any ether copy of this photograph which you may believe to 
be in the custody of any other agency, you should communicate with 
that agency. 

7. Commission Document 365 , pages 36-41. These pages are with- 
held from research as part of an investigatory file compiled for law 
enforcement purposes (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (b) (7)) which contains 
details of a personal nature having no significant connection with the 
assassination of the President. 

8. Mr. Ranxin's letter of March 26, 1964, to Mr. Hoover, relating 
to the Fair Play for Cuba Committee and other organizations . This 
document is withheld from research as a record specifically required 
by Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of the national 
defense or foreign policy (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (b) (1) because 

it relates to internal security matters. 

9. The register of letters received by the Commission. This 
register is withheld from research because it contains information 
from records withheld from research that are inter-agency memorandums 
or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than 
an agency in litigation with the agency (5 U.S.C., subsection (b) 

(5) ), P a rt of investigatory files compiled for law enforcement 
purposes (subsection (b) ( 7 )), ana personnel records (subsection (b) 

( 6 ) ). 

10. The unedited testimony of Mrs. John F. Kennedy. One page of 
thi6 testimony is withheld from research as part of an investigatory 
file compiled for law enforcement purposes (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection 
(b) ( 7 )) because it contains details of a personal nature having no 
significant connection with the assassination of the President. Tne 
remainder of the transcript is available for research. 

11. That part of the transcript of the Executive Session of 
January 27, 196 ’+, dealing with Item II on the agenda, "Allegations 
regarding Oswald as an undercover agent." This part of the tran- 
script is withhold from research as a record specifically required 
by Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of the national 
defense or foreign policy (5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (b) (1)) because 
it relates to intelligence matters, and as a part of investigatory 
files compiled for law enforcement purposes (5 U.S.C. 552, sub- 
section (b) ( 7 )) because it contains details of a personal nature 
having no significant connection with the assassination of the 
President.
